Washington, May 29—A campaign 
by German propagandists 
to align 
'South and Central American 
coun­ 
tries against the United States was 
exposed to the state department to­ 
day. 
In three of the South Amer­ 
ican republics the propagandists as­ 
sumed menacing 
proportions. 
This 
is Argentine, Venezuela 
and Colom­ 
bia. 
Argentine had become a hot-bed 
of pro-German 
and anti-America¿1 
propagandists, 
according 
to state 
department 
information. 
The 
aim 
of these 
propagandists 
was 
an­ 
nounced by the state department as 
“efforts 
to create sentiment against 
this country.” 
There is evidence that the propa­ 
ganda had been conducted directly 
from Berlin by use of the cable from 
Spain to Buenos Aires. 
In Colombia 
the 
anti-Amer.can 
feeling that has 
existed since 
the 
separation 
of 
Panama 
has 
been 
nourished greatly by German propa­ 
ganda. 
A constant effort 
has been 
made by German agents since 
the 
United States entered 
the war 
to 
keep 
the 
Colombian 
government 
stirred up. 
In Venezuela German propagand­ 
ists have revived bitter feeling that 
existed in the 
days 
of 
Castro’s 
power. 
As in Colombia the insidious 
.work of the propagandists has been 
^exerted not on the 'government 
but 
«on the people in an effort to make 
»the neutrality of the country nothing 
more than a cloak 
of anti-Ameri- 
t*an and pro German sentiment. 
Chile has repulsed these German 
influences. 
Indications «tr? now that 
Chile will join in war 
with Brazil 
against Germany. 
This, it is expect­ 
ed, will have a sobering influence on 
the South American countries.

they are expected to die. A mob of 
several thousand swept through the

shops and stores frequented by ne­ 


groes and beating every negro they 
met. 
The rioting followed a meeting to 
protest against the importation of 
negroes 
from the south to work in 
munition plants 
here. 
While the 
meeting was 
in progress a 
report 
was received that two negroes had 
held up a white man. 
The meeting 
adjourned and the mob started 
on 
its work of distruction.
